THE

The Washington correspondent of 


the JOL-RSAL states that the Democrats 
in Congi'esB seem intent only on re- 
pealing Republican legislation, while 
the Republicans pose only as obstruct- 
ionists. This view of the situation at 
Washington ig more apparent than 
real. Only two acts placed on the 
'statutes by Republicans have been re- 
pealed by the present Congress. One 
of them wab the Bullion Purchase or 
Shrroian act and the other the Federal 
Elections act. The bill repealing the 
Sherman act was endorsed by the Wall 
Street combination and received as 
many votes, proportionately, from the 
Republicans as from the Democrats. 
Tao Federal Elections bili was repeal- 
ed principally by Democratic votes, 
though many Republicans did not 
object to striking it from the statutes. 
The tariff bill now before the Senate is 
simply to change schedules and, from 
present indicuiioud, is intended to 
benefit the manufacturers of the east 
at the expense of the farmers and 
miners of the west. 


There wus an act placed upon the 


statutes by a Republican congress 
which the Democrats do not attempt 
to repeal, though it is beyond reason- 
able doubt the great cause of the 
present industrial and financial depres- 
sion. 
With the Administration and 


both houses of Congress Democratic 
that act is permitted to remain undis- 
turbed. Fifty per cent of the Demo- 
crats and ninety per cent of the Repub- 
licans in the House of Representatives 
a-e opposed to its repeal, and though 
two-thirdsj of the people of the United 
States attribute the 
unprecedented

laud for Chicago Wednesday evening, 
and Davis swore to the complaint just 
before the hour of the departure of the 
train. The officer was at the ferry, but 
Love did not appear. 


Davis claims that he owns 6,000 


shares in the company and notwith- 
standing the receipts have been over 
$40,000 he says he has never received a 
dollar from the camp. The opposing 
side are highly indignant at Davis' 
charges and claim that it is pure spite 
work on the part of Davis because he 
did not have any share in the manage- 
ment of the concession. 


It is bfticl that bad feeling has existed 


between Davis and Love, and that 
the whole thing has been trumped 
up to besmirch Love's reputation. The 
matter will likely come before the 
courts and will probably be thoroughly 
ventilated.

Preparations Being Made to Utilize 


Bodies of Zinc Ore. 


Joseph Grandeimeyer of Hamilton, 


Nevada, who is at the Lick House, 
San Francisco, informs a reporter of 
the Call that preparations are being 
made to utilize the large bodies of zinc 
ore which underlie the section of 
country on the line of the Eureka and 
Palisade Railway, about half way be- 
tween those two points.

of IU Way—TVbat This 
lion Has Accomplished.

Modern politics little concerns the 


people. That which our forefathers in 
their wisdom created to perpetuate our 
liberties has fallen far short of its 
object if a modern Congress is to be 
looked to for an example. Formerly 
what the people and the country de- 
sired was the actuating motive with 
Congress. It is ao no longer. Politics 
govern essentially every action. It is 
not v/hat will do our country the most 
good, but what will perpetuate our 
party in power. 


A PARTY OF RESISTANCE. 


The peculiar conditions surrounding 


the two leading parties is in a measure 
responsible for this condition. The 
Democratic party is a party of resist 
ance whose power has grown moat 
svhen they suffered 
defeat. It has 


been always a party of resistance, of 
obstruction and so called reform since 
the inception of the government. The 
power of the Federalists, tbe first suc- 
cessful party in American politice, 
produced a party of opposition, This 
party of opposition was the Democratic 
party under Jefferson, the first indica- 
tions of which is to be traced to Jeffer- 
son while still a member of Washing- 
ton's cabinet. Born by virtue of op- 
position, bred in opposition for its ex- 
istence it still thrives when in Opposi- 
tion to something. That is the reason 
why that party is weakest when in 
power. They are 
splendid fighters. 


They can conduct an aggressive fight 
but are weak as defenders. They are 
best at destroying and weakest in con- 
structing. It is rather due to their 
history than an inherent trait. 


Within the past thirty years no ses- 


sion of Congress in which the Demo- 
crats were dominent but was marked 
by a tearing down of legislation, by a 
series of repealing acts, by a wonder- 
ful amount of bluster concerning re- 
form and retrenchment. They have 
never gone beyond this point in legis- 
lation. What tho people want seems 
to cut little figure in these days with 
either party. Politics and their inex- 
plicable exigencies has brought it to 
pasq that the Democratic party must 
rupeu! what the Republican has enacted 
and that the Republicans by the very ! 
logic of the situation must defend what 
they have fathered. 


REPEAL BILLS. 


The present session of Congress fitly 


illustrates the premises sat forth above. 
They were called into extra session to 
repeal. They have repealed and have 
been repealing ever since. They re- 
pealed the Federal election laws, they 
attempted to repeal the Bank tax, and 
tho only effort to constructive legisla- 
tion, which was the segniorage bill, met 
with disastrous veto in the hands of 
executive power 
Incidentally there 


has been a great hue and a cry about 
reform, about 
retrenchment, about 


Republican 
extravagance. Inasmuch 


as the Republicans were extravagant 
it follows that tbe Democrats must be 
parsimonious and stingy. 


The other great repeal will be the 


tariff repeal or the reenactment of the 
McKinley bill in a slightly modified 
form. What a travesty on common 
sense, what a perverse misrepreaenta- 
1 i >n of party platforms aud party utter- 
ances, 
From 
a thousand stumps 


and plitforms the Democratic party 
projl limed the McKinley bill as the 
quiut essence of wickedness and now 
when the test comes all are clamoring 
for that which they condemned. From 
as many platforms and stumps they 
swore allegiance to sileer and what 
did 
they 
do. 
This Congress will 


soon adjourn. It will have repealed 
and then 
appealed 
through false 


statements for endorsement. They will 
have enacted nothing. 
They will have

tion. The earnest advocates of silve 
in the west are often criticised for thei 
fealty to the cause. While in some in 
stances it has led to intemperate state 
ments and over effective zeal, yet tha 
very agitation and that alone which re 
suited in the great rivolt of 1892 ha; 
borne fruit inasmuch as it has brough 
to a truce for treaty, has brought to a 
recognition of our rights and the justice 
of the cause such men as Reed anc 
Lodge, whose conversion is less affected 
by politics than by a sincere study 
which has led them into the light.

If the shibboleth of 1892 which causec 


the old parties such worry is still nelc 
aloof in independence there will be 
more conversions, and when once the 
stampede begins the old parties will be 
falling over one another in their wild 
efforts to pose as the friends of white 
metal, and the fact is beginning to light 
the benighted gloom of eastern politics 
that the party which first takes up 
with sincerity and settles the silver 
question will be perpetuated in power.

tho beggar army. As soon ju field v.'<»-k 
is over in tho autumn whole rill.<^t • 
urgauizo theiusrlves into artels and bt.at 
out to beg. Tho whole population of tho 
village of Marinin live by means of 
bt-ggiug. Cripples and blind persons aro 
in great request and flock from tho Htir- 
rounding cou&try- into" the villages to 
join those members of the beggar artel 
who have 110 blind persons ov cripples 
in their own family. As soon as tho 
fasting season begins they return home 
with their booty, which includes objects 
of the most varied description, for they 
never refuse any gifts. These they sell 
nt the next fair and live during tho 
spring aud summer on their profits and 
ou what they cau steal from persons in 
thoir own neighborhood. 


The example of tho Soudogda beggars 


has been followed in other localities, 
especially in the governments of Kos- 
troma and Tver. In the latter there is a 
f^ronpof villages where girls and women 
<>arn their livelihood by begging. Some 
of them find their profession so lucra- 
tive that many girls prefer it to mai- 
viage aud remain beggars during the 
whole of thoir lives. Tho kalouni travel 
svith horse and cart and a number of 
asifetants, and they choose their compan- 
ions from among the feeblest children 
and cripples. Blind children are highly 
prized, and they frequently add to the 
pitiful appearance of these children by 
taking tlu-ir eyes out of their sockets. 
Tho followers of the kalouni of ten maim 
their hands und wound themselves, and 
if enough ivu.! cripples cannot be ob- 
tained I hoy are manufactured by tying 
up oi.o arm or leg. The kalouni seldom 
bog thcm-Llvt s, but confine their atten- 
tion to the supervision of their assistants 
and to helling tho articles obtained by
